Objects to Handling of Tariff 
or Trust Problems by | 
Chosen Experts. 


UPHOLDS ‘WILEY IN FIGHT. 


—_—_—_— 


Says Roosevelt Fell Into Trap 
Laid by Benzoate of 
Soda Users. 


Sour City, fa,, Sept. 17.—Firm support 
fer Dr. Harvey W. Wiley in his controversy 
over the enforcement of the pure food laws 
of the country stood out prominently iu a 
speech by Gov. Woodrow Wilson at the 
interstate fair here today. 

The Demoeratie candidate drew attention 
to what he conceived to be the ineffectuality 
of boards of experts such as the board of 
chemists established under the administra- 
tion of President Rooseve't. 

He used it as an fliustration of his objection 
to a commission. er board of experts to 
handle either the tariff or the trust problems 
ef the day. 

The nominee voiced for the first time his 
objection to the tariff board idea as con- 
tained in the Republican as well as the 
Progressive. Republican platforms, decier- 
ing it would mean “ a postponement of tariff 
legislation.“ 


Discusses Pure Food Law. 

The governor turned early in his speech 
do the pure food question. 

“ Everybody now suspects,’ he said, “ and 
the suspicion is based upon a great many 
facts that can be established by proof, that 
these pure food laws are not lived up to, that 
the inspection is not always what it ought ta 
be, and that a great many things are per- 
mitted to be done which nullity the pure food 
laws. 

“I suppose that most of you know that se 
great controversy arose because Dr. Wiley, 
who was in charge of the pure food admin- 
istration, Objécted to the use of benzoate of 
goda in certain things that were. old to you, 
particularly in cans, for food. 

Now a nice thing occurred. The gentle- 
men who wanted to use benzoate of soda 
persuaded the president, Mr. Roosevelt, that 
this was a scientific question and therefore 
he-ought to have a board of chemistry to 
determine it. 


Sees Error by Roosevelt. 

Mr. Roosevelt picked out some of the 
most eminent and honest chemists in this 
country, headed by a persona! friend of mine, 
the president of Johns Hopkins university, 
_ and submitted to them this question: Is ben- 

zoate of soda hurtful to the human stomach 
or to the human digestion when taken inter- 
nally?’ 

“ Observe that that was the only ques- 
tion submitted to them, and that was ex- 
actly what the people who wanted to use 
benzoate of seda for wrong purposes wanted 
to limit the inquiry to. Because these gen- 
tlemen had to say that benzoate of soda in 
itself was not harmful to the human sys- 
tem, ae I believe it is not. But they were 
not asked this question: ‘Can benzoate of 
soda de used to concea) putrefaction—can it 
be used in things that have gone bad to con- 


ceal the fact that they have gone bad and 
to induce people to put them in their stam- 12 


ache after they have gone bad? 


Experts Are Too Explicit. 

“They were nt asked that question, be- 
if they deen they would have said’ | 
it can be used in th®t- way, and De. 

Water knew that u was eo used in that 
way.’ 

“I want to ne people of this coun- 
to beware of commissions of experts. 
T have ‘lived with experts all my life and I 
now that experts don’t see anything except 
what is under their microscope—under their 
* They don’t. even perceive what is un- 
| Ger thelr ripen, and an expert feels in honor 
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bound to confine himself to the particular 
question which you have asked.“ 

Turning to the question of the trusts the 
speaker distinguished between dig busi- 
ness and the trusts: He referred to the 
success of Andrew Carnegie in the steel 
business and declared that when Mr. Car- 
negie’s competitors found they could not 
undersell him, because he had more brains 
in rimning their business, they bought him 
out at four or five times the value of his 
property.“ and then he added: 

“In what they charged afterwards for the 
product they made us pay interest on the 
four or five times the amount of the value 
of the property which they had pale him 
There is a difference between a big business 
and a trust. A trust isa big business that has 
an arrangement to get rid of a competition, 
and a big business survives competition by 
conquering in the field of intelligence and 
economy. I am for big business and I am 
against the trusts. 

„Now, there are things that have to be 
regulated, but they are not to be regulated 
through the trusts. They are to be regulated 
by those processes now perfectly discovera- 
ble, by which monopoly can be prevented and 
broken up. These monopolies that are to be 
made permanent, if the third party pro- 
gram goes through, are the things that are 
limiting the field of enterprise, limiting the 
market for labor, determining the wages of 
labor, determining the distribution of prod- 
ucts throughout the country.“

AN IMPORTANT ANNOUNCEMENT 
The issues of the campaign between the

1. Whether the cost of the commodity 
sold by a trust has been affected by the dis- 
solution” of the trust, and if so, in what 
direction. | 

2. Whether the wages paid labor have 
been higher or lower in consequence of the 
dissolution ot the trust. 

3. Whether the stock market value of the 
shares has been higher or lower since the 
dissolution of the trust. 

4. Whether the convenience, copiousness, 


‘and efficiency of operation, production, and 


distribution have been in any way affected 
in consequence of the “dissolution” of a 
trust. 

The inquiry will be conducted honestly, 
conscientiously, and without bias, The 
truth of these questions will be sought, the 
truth will be found, and the truth will be 
printed, let the chips fall where they will. 

In consequence, much light will be shed 
upon the sound sense of the two leading can- 
didates in reference to what has now become 
a chief issue of the campaign—the trust 
question.

DOES A HOSPITAL HURT PROPERTY? 


FTENTIMES a hospital increases 
the value of property in the neigh- 
borhood. A study made of prop- 
erty values around ‘consumption 
hospitals has shown this property 

worth more than property otherwise to be 
compared with it. The-comparison was 
made in Switzerland and England, where 
such hospitals have existed for a long 
time, and in this country, where they are 
younger. 

When it is proposed to locate a hospital 
the neighboring property owners generai- 
ly become alarmed, They think the dan- 
get of disease will be increased. Those 
interested in opposing the proposition 
paint this phase in red. As a matter of 
experience, the danger of disease ig al- 
ways lessened. A much more valid argu- 
ment is the influence of the hospital on 
the market for land. If there is much 
agitation unquestionably the market is 
hurt. When everybody is yelling or when 
many people are yelling that everybody 
will be afraid to buy property, naturally 
nobody will buy it. What has harmed the 
property is the organized efforts of the 
agitators. As soon as this effect has 
passed away natural causes of supply 
and demand come into operation. 

~o- 


If the hospital advertises the town or 
neighborhood favorably (and sometimes 
they do, sometimes they do not), or if it 
travel into the neighborhood or 
town, or if it is attractively kept, or has 
parklike grounds, it helps. If it is in- 
harmoniously placed it hurts values, as 
does a store on a residence street, or a 
coal yard, or anything else which is out of 
harmony with the uses of neighboring 
property. 

The new tuberculosis hospital on the 
northwest side is going to increase the 
market for and the value of property on 
North Fortieth avenue, just as the small- 
pox hospital has increased it on La'wn- 
dale avenue. On Lawndale avenue prop- 
erty from Twenty-sixth to Thirty<ifth 
streets has more market and brings more 
money than on the streets to the east 
or west of it. Lawndale has the car line, 
but it was the travel to and from the 
hospital that brought it.

If the agitators could be choked off, and 
in this way property panics averted, a wise 
tity planning commission could locate the 
hospitals so as invariably to increase 
property values in the neighborhood. Fol- 
lowing our hit and miss methods, some- 
times a hospital helps values and some- 
times it does not.

ING GEORGE’S clerk of the closet 

and principal spiritual adviser, the 

Rt. Rev. Dr. William Boyd Carpenter, 

for more than a score of years bishop 

of Ripon and now canon of West- 
minster abbey, is due In New York today 
from England on the Baltic for a stay of 
some duration in this country, during the 
course of which he will visit the principal 
cities of the United States. 

He is a prelate of particularly small stature, 
but blessed with a remarkably musical voice, 
a sunny temperament, and a happy wit, 
which led him to explain to an old friend 
who commented on the demand for his 
services at the weddings of the great: 

“You see, it is because I am not only a 
carpenter but algo a joiner.” 


„ 


The clerk of the closet was in pre-reforma- 
tion times the father confessor of the sov- 
ereign. Since the establishment of the pres- 
ent church of England the office has always 
been filled by a bishop. 

His duty subsequent to the reformation and 
until the end of the eighteenth century used 
to consist in saying grace before the sov- 
ereign's dinner and in attending him or her 
in the royal gallery or pew during divine 
service, occupying a place immediately be- 
hind the chair of the monarch in order to 
resolve any doubts that might arise in his 
majesty’s mind concerning spiritual matters. 

In the case of Charles II., all that the clerk 
of the closet was called upon to do was to 
rouse him from his slumbers at the close of 
the sermon. 

eo 

The clerk of the closet towards the end of 
the reign of Queen Anne was Dr. Younger, 
bishop of Salisbury. Foreseeing the change 
of sovereigns and the accession of the elector 
of Hanover to the throne of Dngland, he 
applied himself with such success to the 
mastery of the German language that the 
new king retained him in office. 

Understanding no Engligh and being dread- 
fully bored by the length of the divine serv- 
ice, George L. used to talk in German unin- 
terruptedly with the bishop from beginning 
to end. 7 

This indecorous conduct excited offense, 80 
much so as to call for the interference of the 
government, and Lord Townsend, who was 
one of the secretaries of state, finding that 
all remonstrances were useless, took upon 
himself to send to the prelate a positive order 
to repair immediately to his bishopric of 
Salisbury without presenting himself again 
in the royal presence, and never to show his 
face again at court or to presume to address 
the, king. 

i ~~ 

Dr. Younger, believing that the injunction 
proceeded from the sovereign, obeyed with- 
out remonstrance or delay, and Lord Towns- 
hend, thereupon waiting upon George I., in+ 
tormed him that the bishop had received a4 
kick from a horse which. had fractured, nis 
shu and to which he had succumbed, 

George expreseed the deepest concern at 
the bishop's death and never entertained the 
remotest idea of the deception practiced upon 
him until a number of years afterwards 
when, Lord Townshend having meanwhile 
retired from office, a royal review took place 
of some regiments that were encamped on 
Salisbury plain. | 

The attendance of the bishop and chapter 
of the cathedral of Salisbury was demanded, 
and George I. almost had a fit when his hand 
was kissed by a divine whom’ he had be- 
lieved tobe in his grave for years and whom 
he had mournéd as dead. 

After the ceremony was over he sent for 
the bishop and an explanation took place,

Dr. Boyd Carpenter. the present clerk of 
the closet, was appointed’ to the office by 
King Edward in 1908, just about the time 
when he was over here to deliver a series of 
lectures at Harvard university, But he had 
been connected with the royal household as 
chaplain to Queen Victoria ever since 1880, 
and throughout that period until the present 
day he has prepared the younger members 
of the reigning family for confirmation and 
has ministered to the older ones, including 
Queen Victoria, Empress Frederick. and 
King Edward, on their deathbeds. 

This has naturally brought him into close 
intimacy with the reigning house. 

The bishop, however, is nothing of a 
courtier, and once when canon of Windsor. 
and as such frequently selected to preacb 
before Queen Victoria, Who was fond of his 
sermons, on being asked: Don't you feel 
nervous when preaching before the queen? 
he replied: 

“I never address the queen. I know there 
will be present the queen, the princes and 
princesses, the royal household, and the 
servants to the scullery maid. I preach to 
the scullery maid.” 8

Now, as clerk of the closet, it falls to his 
task to select those divines who are to 
preach on Sunday before the king and queen 
in the royal chapels of Buckingham palace 
and of Windsor. A few months ago he re- 
signed the bishopric of Ripon, with its salary 
of $20,000 a year and a palace, in order to 
accept in lieu thereof a canonry ef West- 
minster abbey, with a residence within the 
abbey precincts and a stipend of $5,000 a 
year. * 

Dr. Boyd Carpenter [this is important to 
note as indicating the religious views of 
King George and Queen Mary] is broad- 
minded. He usually wears trousers in lieu 
of knee breeches and gaiters and a turned 
down’ collar and white tie in preference to 
the usual stiff clerical stock. In short, he 
has rightly been described as “a bishop 
without starch.“

Lord Rossmore, the appearance in London 
of whose book of reminiscences entitled 
„Things I Cannot Tell.“ occurred on the day 
ef the death of his octogenarian mother, the 
Dowager Lady Rossmore, succeeded to the 
earldom through the tragic death of his 
elder brother, who was killed some thirty 
years ago under the eyés of Queen Victoria 
by a crushing fall while riding for the 
Guards’ cup in the Windsor military steeple- 
chase. The queen was so shocked that, at 
her request® the continuance of the race 
meeting was abandoned. 

During the following winter the present 
Lord Rossmore became the subject of a 
most impudent impersonation on the part of 
an extremely dashing and good looking ad- 
venturer, who, assuming the name and title 
of Lord Rossmore, was received everywhere 
at Rome, welcomed with open arms by the 
late Sir Augustus and Lady Paget at the 
British embassy, and presented to both King 
Humbert and Pope Leo XNI. 

One evening there Was a sensational ex- 
posure at the British embassy}, brought about 
vy the presence at dinner there of a guest 
newly arrived from England that day, who 
had spent the previous week shooting with 
the real Lord Rossmore at the latter’s place 
in County Monaghan, and who at once de- 
nounced the bogus peer as 4 fraud when.

EIR HARDIE, the English labor leader 
K and representative of the Socialist La- 


bor party in parliament, said yester- 
day at a luncheon of the City club that 
the struggle between the workers on 


the one hand and the wealth owners on the 


other dominates the political situation in 


Great Britain," 8 
He asserted syndicalism, represented in the 
United States by the Industrial Workers of 


the World, is a phase of the labor movement 


through which England passed a century ago 


and one which would not recur, except po- 


radically. i 

“Thirty-seven per cent of the people in 
England are on or under the poverty line,” he 
said. “That fact makes one realize the pres- 
ent industrial system is not fulfilling the re- 
quirements. The Socialist Labor party is 
seeking the abolishment of private ownership 
of land and industrial capital, and the re- 
creation of society on the basis of socialism, 
Under socialism the community will own the 
land and the capital and will produce co- 
operatively the necessities of life, 

“This struggle now dominates the political 
alt union in Great Britain. It no longer is a 
fight between Liberal and Tory, but a. struggle 
between the workers. and the wealth owners. 
The Socialist Labor party ie against war in all 
its forms and in all its aspects. It also is 
against militarism, 

“But the rulers know that without the mili- 
tary system they would be at the mercy of 
the working claas. 

“The Socialist Labor party now is in a po- 
sition- to compel concessions from both the 
other parties, but it is not satisfied with mere 
reforms, The time js almost here when Lib- 
eral and Tory will be compelled to join forces 
in order to defeat our party, It looks now as 
if a cealition government is about to be 
formed in England. If that happens, Lloyd 
George and the Socialist Radical wing of the 
present Liberal party will join forces with 
the Labor party, and there will be a straight 
battle over the question whether the present 
industrial system shall be continued.”

Given 
auch equality, they might overstep the bounds, 
Women under present conditions are too prone 
to go to the divorce courts, and political equal- 
ity might make them more so. It might have 
the effect of turning their heads. 

Divorce is now too easy to get. If a hus- 
band leaves home for a couple of weeks and his 
wife wants freedom, she is too likely to use 
his absence as a pretext. Nowadays if a woman 
cannot get a divorce in her own state she goes 
to Nevada, where it is made easy.

N MAKING record of “ The New Sin,” which 

had its American premiere at Powers’ last 

evening, one perceives, like the unhappy 

lady in Shakspeare, a divided duty. The 

cireumstances are these: Mr. B. Macdonald 
Hastings, having composed a g play which 
pleased and prospered in London, was warned 
that its somber finish would stand between it 
and the sun of popularity in this optimistic 
hemisphere. So he sat him down and wrote a 
fourth act, to leaven the original three. In 
this feurth act Mr. Hastings inserted the popu- 
lar dramatist’s idea of sunshine—the rainbow 
of promise—with everything heigh-ho! and the 
characters dancing around the stage in pajamas. 
-Here is the divided duty. Until this gala fourth 
act appeared everybody was pleased—plain peo- 
ple—and the patriciate of the theater. But the 
unhappy, Happy Ending came along and sent 
the high brows out of Powers’ disconsolate, 
berating Mr. B. Macdonald Hastings for a 
wanton insult to our dramatic intelligence and 
at the same time commending him for a fine 
unmelodramatic melodrama of the first order. 

—— 

However, the alm of this particular report 
is to tell whether or not The New Sin is a 
good and a popular play. The Hastings’ gra- 
tuitous last act makes it good for three acts 
and popular for four. Unfortunately this com- 
promise with the joyousness of our national 
disposition rather exposes to view the weak 
point of the fable, and permits the suspicton 
of falsity, latent early in the play, to become 
a definite accusation, 

Mr. Hilary Cutts was in a most embarrassing 
‘predicament. His life, because of an eccentric 
will, stood between the criminal poverty of his 
brothers’ and sisters and their affluence. He 
was an artist of prominence, with a picture in 
the National gallery or somewhere else of equal 
eminence, But rather than buckle down to 
the brass tacks of the situation and take care 
of them he chose to be blamed and de exe- 
cuted for a murder committed by one of his 
despairing family. This solitary IIlogical 
cloud hung over the proceedings for three acts, 
unsuspected by nearly everybody until the 
happy ending appeared and emphasized it. 
That is just what he did in the fourth act. 
And here am I mildly: berating Mr. Hastings 
Tor filling up the only flaw in his drama. The 
trouble is that by so — he spoiled his play. 


_ Exeusing Mr. Hastings’ affront as one de- 
served by the traditional audtences of America 
—as well as of England—one may ‘talk freely 
about three-fourths of “The New Sin.” It is 
‘an engrossing play, original in idea, well, even 
brilliantly written, with all the easy emotions 
of melodrama and none of melodrama’s bald 
devices. The. characters—all men—are inter- 
esting, admirably conceived and acted by play- 
ers of unusual skill, and their conflict is full 
of the finést theatricalism. The scene of the 
murder, for instance, with Mr. Heggie, the 
‘whimpering and desperate Mr. Poulton, the 
arrogant sensualist, and Mr. Keightly, the 
self-sacrificial, was not to he. denied its ar- 
tistic and affe.iive completeness. Everything 
transpired with finish—with no crude and vex- 


4 atious flaws of action or demeanor, 


It was a murder, and an interesting, plausible 
murder, and the audience had all the pseudo 
thrills which accompany such an event. The

The answer is that the dramatically austere 
may go to “The New Sin and remain there 
with gladness until time for Mr. Hastings’ ex- 
crescent American epilogue. Then they may 
depart, their feelings unjolted by the musical 
comedy terminus. Those who are not so fas- 
tidious may stay until the sunny end, with 
everybody, as the old chap in Mr. Pinero’s play 
says, “comfortable and happy.” Of the act- 
ing more must be written later. Mr. Julian 
L’Estrange uttered the suave and graceful 
phrases of the worldly wise playwright im- 
maculately; Mr. Arthur Bowyer was delightful 
as the wordy servant; Mr. Keightly, who plays 
more in the American manner, was personable 
and plausible, and Mr. Heggie gave a charac- 
terization of a. selfish derelict, full, but not 
too full of the copious minute which such ~e@ 
role inspires. And Mr. Poulton as the sexly 
bounder—a portrayal vivid with graphic detail 
—completes with Mr. Braban's stolidly senti- 
mental labor member of parliament, a cast the 
like of which is not to be seen twice in a sea- 
son.

PLAY has only oné purpose. It should 

divert. Now, one may be diverted either 

by tragedy or farce. Comedy is life, 

from which there can be no diversion 

save death. Here is a tragic farce—sure- 
ly the ideal entertainment. 

A lifelong study of the author and his va- 
garies entitles me to speak authoritatively of 
his philosophy, or his philosophical lack of phi- 
losophy. Here is a man with the lucky gift of 
ideas. He has nothing more; or, rather, he will 
not let you see that he has any other accom- 
plishment. He literally defies you to discover 
his views. I must say I like him for it. 

Preserve me from the man who always knows 
what is the right thing and has an unwavering 
viewpoint. Macdonald Hastings has no view- 
point. You can gather that from the character 
drawing in thie play. I am certain that the 
man does not know which of his seven charac- 
ters is the most praiseworthy. 

— 

I imagine that when he wrote this play he 
conceived Max, the pitiful, hard driven degen- 
erate as the most sympathetic figure. He saw 
in his mind’s eye women weeping and strong 
men swallowing something as the wretched lad's 
awful predicament became clear. 

Imagine his horror when the great, sensitive 
public drew away from Max with dreadful re- 
vulsion. Then, again, he hoped in his heart's 
heart that the splendid, masterful, lustful David 
Llewellyn Davids, with his thoroughly practical 
materialism, would win hot acclamation from 
the man of the world. Again a bitter disap- 
pointment, as I imagine. 

The public looked on Davids as the pure look 


on iniquity. Whom, if you please, did the audi- 


ence choose for its idol? None other than the 
shifty, shallow, hysterical Hilary, with his dis- 
mally transpontine hobby of taking other peo- 
ple's crimes on his own shoulders. 
Underneath the flippant tragedy of the story 
I think I see the theme the author originally 
set to work upon. He seems to have attempted 
to dramatize the poor relation. It may have 
been done before, but the author makes no se 
cret of the fact that he neither reads, plays, 
nor goes to the theater. Moreover, he rejoiced 
when he realized that his idea had no concern 
with sexual love, but constantly and throb- 
bingly with the blood tie of brother with 
brother, and of brother with sister. He set to 
work on the play, therefore, with a sense of 
exhilarating, laughing unctuously as the story 
streamed from his pen.

SHOESTRING CUCUMBERS—Cut cucumbers 
into two inch sections after paring them. With 
a thin knife cut around and around the sec- 
tion, making a great, curl, until the seeds are 
reached; then cut off the. curl. Roll up and 
cut curl across in thin slices, which will unroll 
and be the shoestrings. Excellent for.any cu- 
cumber salad. 

Everything is grist that comes to my mill.

Brandied Peaches. 


EEL the peaches, which should be firm, 
and weigh them. Allow to four pounds 
of fruit one-half pint of water, a pint 
of brandy, and three pounds ot sugar. 
Put the sugar and water in the preserv- 
ing kettle, and as soon as they begin to boil 
lay in the peaches and cook gently for twenty 
minutes.
